ROCHESTER. N. Y. (AP) —i 
Bomb blasts rocked two Jewish 
synagogues early today, just 15 
days after sim ilar explosions 
damaged 
two 
storefront 
churches, several public build 
ings and a private home here. 
Rochester

sioner John Masterella said the 
incidents appeared to be part 
of a “ coordinated attack.” but 
he added that no motives had 
been established nor suspects 
taken into custody. 
No persons were reported in­ 
jured as a result of the blasts. 
The wife of a caretaker at one 
of the temples fainted shortly 
after the explosions 'and was 
released after treatm ent at a 
nearby hospital.

D epartm ent that 
officers have b een advised to 
ease off on narcotics and traffic 
arrests, there has b een no such 
trend to support these claims.

b y Chief Jam es Walrath at the 
regular

Board, 
Monday 
night, narcotics„arrests in Oc­ 
tob er were doub le those made in 
Septemb er. 
The 
report 
noted 
that 33 narcotics arrests were 
made during the past month, 
while only 16 were made during 
the previous month. 


During the sam e two month 
period there has also b een 20 
per cent increase in the issu­ 
ance of vehicle and traffic sum ­ 
monses. 
A check into police flies re 
vealed that the arrest totals in 
b oth areas were greater during 
Octob er than during the same 
month last y ear, prior to Chief 
W alrath's appointment. 
Allegations 
that 
Chief 
Wal­ 
rath was ordering his officers 
not to make traffic and n ar­ 
cotics arrests were voiced re­ 
cently hv four anony mous New 
Paltz police officers on an area 
radio show. 
Shortly thereafter, 
one officer. Way ne O'Brien was 
fired b y the Village Board. How­ 
ever. the hoard noted that this 
decision was made b efore the 


controversy was made pub lic, 
and was prompted b y O'Brien's 
failure to pass a state qualify ing 
examination. 
Walrath.
